J. Frank Hanly Formally In­ 


ducted Into High Office 


Today. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 9 .—Inauguration 
day..one of the big events in the cal­ 
endar of official events in Indiana, was 
celebrated w-ith due regard at the state 
capital today, J. Frank Hauly of La­ 
fayette becoming governor, and Hugh 
T. Miller of Columbus lieutenant gov­ 
ernor. 
An atmosphere of greater simplicity 
than ever before characterized the 
event. 
This was the expressed wish 
of Mr. Hanly and Mr. Miller, neither 
of whom are given to pomp or display. 
The lack of 
display, however, was 
made up ty the quiet interest taken 
in every feature and the rounds of 
appiause that greeted the new officials. 
The lower corridor of the sfatehouse 
was given over to the inauguration 
ceremonies 
The massive columns 
and marble balcony railings were con­ 
cealed 
beneath 
skillfully 
arranged 
bunting in national colors 
Various 
colored incandescent globes shed a 
soft and mellow glow over the scene, 
giving a mantle pleasing to the eye. 
The core monies attending the inau­ 
guration of Mr. Hanly were conducted 
from a platform beneath the rotunda 
Seats wer# provided for the state offl 
clals and members of the legislature. 
Hundreds 
of 
interested 
spectator 
were 
packed 
behind 
the reserved 
apace 
Prior to the inauguration proper the 
tw-o branches of the legislature went 
through a time-honored routine pro­ 
vided by the state constitution. 
The 
two branches met in joint session. 
Lieutenant Governor Gilbert presiding. 
Speaker Cantwell read the certificates 
showing the result of the election by 
counties, 
fhe election of Mr. Hanly 
and Mr. Miller was then officially an­ 
nounced b> Mr. Gilbert, after which 
Mr Miller look the oath of office. Mr. 
Gilbert retiring. 
Mr. Miller was re­ 
ceived with much enthusiasm. 
He 
made a brief speech setting forth his 
policy and expressing his appreciation 
of the confidence reposed in him by 
the people. 
The inaugural procession was then 
formed 
Governor-elect 
Hanly 
and 
Governor Durbin leading.« followed by 
Mr. Gilbert and Mr. Miller, members 
of the supreme and appellate courts, 
state officials and legislators. The in­ 
augural ceremonies were opened by a 
selection by the Indianapolis Military 
band. Prayer was then offered by the 
Rev W. D. Cole oi Lafayette, after 
which there was a brief speech by the 
retiring governor. 
Judge J. V. Hadley, chief justice of 
the supreme court, administered the 
oath of office to Mr. Hanly. whose ap­ 
pearance was the signal for much ap­ 
plause. 
Mr. Hanly then delivered his 
inaugura'i address, lasting over an 
hour. 
It was regarded as one of the 
best speeches he has made during his 
public career. 
The 
ceremonies 
ended

o’clock. 
Mr Hanly and Mr, Miller 
were warmly congratulated

MacNeii also occupied the pulpit in 
the evening ami w as greeted by a large 
congregation. 
The Main Street-Christian church 
originally 
cost #43,000. 
Since that 
time the congregation has been steadily 
reducing the indebtedness until only 
#3,700 of the orginal sum remained. 
This together with the cost of rejiairs,

made a total of #3200 against

W. T. Durbin the Only Living Ex- Gov- 


ernor of Indiana. 
Indianapolis, Jan. 9.—W. T. Durbin, 
now 
former Governor 
Durbin, 
will 
probably spend a few weeks here be­ 
fore he makes any definite plans for 
the future. 
While he is now a mem­ 
ber of the great army of ex-officehold­ 
ers, he enjoy s the distinction of being 
the only living ex-governor of Indiana.. 
It is supposed that after he takes a 
much-needed rest he will return to 
Anderson, where he has a beautiful 
home and large manufacturing inter­ 
acts. 
Mr. Durbin was probably the 
wealthiest man to hold the governor’s 
office In the last twenty -five y ears. 
It 
was imported some time ago that he 
and Mrs. Durbin might go to Florida 
to spend the winter, after which they 
would go abroad for an Indefinite pe­ 
riod, but it is not known what their 
plans are. 


Since Governor Durbin called the 
attention of the legislature in forcible 
terms to the presence of a powerful 
lobby which proposes to corrupt the 
members if necessarjv^o carry out its 
plans, the agents of the corporations 
who are now here are looked on with 
considerable suspicion, although there 
Is no direct evidence that there is a 
more pernicious lobby than usual. The 
railroad attorney s and agents for the 
lnterurbans 
have 
been 
distributing 
passes with a liberal hand, but that 
Is a usual procedure. 
It Is not known 
1rhat ground the governor had for 
charging that there will be an unusual 
lobby . 
His charges have unquestion­ 
ably called the public attention to the 
lobby , and there is much talk of the 
ihatter. 
The members, it is under­ 
stood, have been warned by their con­ 
stituents to fight very shy of the lob­ 
by . 
It Would not be surprising if the 
railroads should have a powerful lobby 
as bills for the elevation of tracks 
here and for the creation of a railway 
com mission will be introduced. 


The Republicans and Democrats will 
caucus 
Wednesday 
night 
to 
select 
their candidates for the United States 
senate. 
This will be a perfunctory 
proceeding, inasmuch as Senator Bev­ 
eridge and Congressman 
J ames A. 
Hemenway have no opposition among 
the Republicans and there Is not much 
strife over the empty honor the Dem­ 
ocrats have to give. 
The program for 
the election of the Republican candi­ 
dates is now being arranged. 
In the 
house Representative Gough of War­ 
rick county will make the principal 
speech 
nominating 
Mr. 
Hemenway . 
Senator E. E. Hendee of Anderson 
will present Mr. Hemenway ’s name in 
the senate 
In the house Senator Bev­ 
eridge’s name will probably be pre­ 
sented by William Boason of this city , 
while Senator Charles Roemler of this 
city will perform a like service in the 
aenate. 
There will be four or five 
seconding speeches on each side. 


The legislature has already brought 
out a number of Republican candidates 
for state office 
J once Mony han of 
Orleans, who was here for the opening 
of the session, is a candidate for state 
treasurer. 
J ohn Dy er of Hammond, 
J acob J oel of Crawfordsville and T. B. 
Milligan of New Castle are candidates 
for the same place. 
Deputy Secretary 
of State Frank I. Grubbs is regarded 
as a prospective candidate for secre­ 
tary of state. Treasurer Nat IT. Hill 
and Attorney General Miller may be­ 
come * candidates for governor, and 
J ohn Blllheimer, deputy auditor, is a 
prospective candidate for auditor. Be­ 
fore the session ends probably half a 
dozen members will have their am­ 
bition fired so they will enter some 
race.

We are quite will­ 
ing to make peace if Russia is willing.
